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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant admits that the term "juxtaposed" Is 
used by Goicoechea et al. to mean "side-by-side" (page 3, lines 8-10 of Paper No. 19), which is the plain and ordinary meaning of the 
term used by the examiner and which is illustrated in Figure 4A for juxtaposed apices of hoops (20). The term "overlapping" means "[t]o 
have an area or range in common with: coincide partly with" (Webster's New Riverside University Dictionary, 1984), so the Applicant's 
conclusion that the secured apices are "not overlapping" Is dubious. Juxtaposed tubular members as disclosed by Goicoechea et al. 
involve an outer surface positioned side-by-side with an inner surface, and thus "overlapping" is deemed to be an apt description. 
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
